Irma debris 
burns, turns 
into mulch

The bulk of Hurricane Ir- 
ma’s storm debris in Central 
Florida is gone — or soon will 
be, scooped up by a fleet of 
contractors with claw trucks 
and hauled away. 

But what becomes of it? 

Most goes to landfills or 
other drop-off sites approved 
and inspected by the state De- 
partment of Environmental 
Protection. From there, local 
governments are using a vari- 
ety of methods — including 
burning and mulching — to get 
rid of uprooted trees, limbs 
and other vegetative debris, 


which in Orange County alone 
would nearly fill the pre-ice- 
berg Titanic. 

“Picking up and removing 
the debris is only half the job. 
Disposing of it is an additional

TALLAHASSEE — Florida 
State University indefinitely sus- 
pended its fraternities and soror- 
ities Monday after the suspected 
alcohol-related death of a fresh- 
man pledge and co- 
caine charges for 
another fraternity 
member. 

University Presi- 
dent John Thrasher 
did not say how long 
the suspension 
would last. 

“This pause is 
needed to review and reflect on 
the loss of a young life and to im- 
plement serious changes,” 
Thrasher said. “For this suspen- 
sion to end, there will need to bea 
new normal for Greek life on cam- 
pus. They must participate in that 
culture.” 

Florida State is at least the third 
university this year to suspend 
Greek life because of alcohol-re- 
lated tragedies. After the February 
hazing death of 19-year-old Timo- 
thy Piazza, Pennsylvania State 
University suspended fraternities 
and sororities from having social 
activities during the spring se- 
mester. 

Louisiana State University had 
a one-month suspension and con- 
tinues to ban alcohol at Greek 
parties after the hazing death of

Attorneys who want to help 
low-income Floridians in need of 
legal assistance can now take the 
same approach they use when 
looking for take-out, a new home 
or a date: Online matchmaking 
from a site built by two Orlando 
lawyers-turned-entrepreneurs. 

About 30 organizations state- 
wide have posted more than 300 
cases to FloridaProBonoMatter- 
s.org since February as the site 
launched in Miami and expanded 
to more cities, including the Or- 
lando area, Tampa and Jack- 
sonville. 

About 120 of those cases have 
been picked up, said Eli Mattern, 
co-founder and chief executive of 
SavvySuit, the small Orlando- 
based company that built the web- 
site.

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Scott pushes $180M plan with tax holidays, fee cuts for 2018

TALLAHASSEE — Motorists 
could get license fee reductions, 
and back-to-school shoppers 
would have more time to get dis- 
counts next year under a plan re- 


leased Monday by Gov. Rick Scott. 

Scotts proposal would cut 
taxes and fees by $180 million, his 
smallest tax-cut package of his 
two terms in office. 

Even though state economists 
are predicting a likely shortfall be- 
cause of Hurricane Irma costs, 


Scott said he thinks there is plenty 
of room in the budget to slice 
taxes. 

“Our revenues are growing, and 
part of it is because we’ve been 
cutting taxes year after year after 
year,” Scott told reporters in San- 
ford during an event about his 


plan. 

If adopted by lawmakers, driv- 
ers license renewal fees would be 
reduced from $48 to $20, the new 
license fee would drop from $48 
to $27, and commercial licenses
